inch—a 
great deal of care had to be ex er­ 
cised in drilling a well. 
Some spe­ 
cial methods are used. 
The outer 
casing is anchored down and the 
oil string is composed of inserted 
joint casing, w ithout collars 
and 
smooth on the outside, so that the 
well did not require to be opened 
up to pass any easing collars. Mud 
was forced in and allowed to es­ 
cape under pressure. 
“The upper oil formations are 
sandy and the sand is so fine that 
it looks like mud.

tion at greater depth seem favor­ 
able. 
“Most of the drilling in Trinidad 
is by

drillers are largely Americans who 
work t\yelve hour tour—an Ameri­ 
can driller is paid $14 a day. 
His 
helpers are all negroes 
for 
very 
few Hindoos w'ork in drilling crews. 
The American driller 
does 
little 
actual work, but directs the native 
labor. 
“The ‘head driller,’ as the boss 
negro calls himself, earns a dollar 
and a quarter a day, and the low- 
est paid member of the crew gets 
80 cents or about twice as much as 
the agricultural laborers of the is­ 
land."

SILVERADO WORKER 
REFUSES TO ALLOW 
TRlFTO HOSPITAL 


ORANGE, Feb. 27.—Fifteen miles 
from civilization, in the rugged 
fastnesses 
of 
Silverado 
canyon, 
Henry Vliex, aged 45, has worked 
a small silver mine, 
toiling 
so 
ceaselessly in extracting precious 
bits of metal from the mother lode 
that not once in eleven months 
has he visited the city ; until this 
week, when, seriously injured, an 
ambulance brought him form the 
mountains to a hospital cot. 
Vliex, operating his mine hold­ 
ings, located about two ipiles from 
the Bluelight silver mine, was half­ 
buried when a cave-in brought an 
avalanche of dirt, rock and timber 
down upon him at 10:3# o’clock 
y esterday morning. 
Extricated 
by 
his 
wife 
and 
friends, living at the mine camp, 
nearby , Vliex lay in the litrie camp, 
bruised virtually from head to foot 
and with his left leg fractured in 
three places for 
nearly 
twelve 
hours while friends made frantic 
attempts to obtain 
medical 
aid 
fifteen miles away. 
With what first aid parapherna­ 
lia that could be mustered at the 
camp, the injured man’s sufferings 
were 
allay ed until 
8 :30 o’clock 
when medical assistance 
arrived 
after 
five 
attempts 
to 
procure 
phy sicians proved futile. 
Fording 
six 
creeks, traversing 
rough mountain roads, an ambu­ 
lance, dispatched from the county 
hospital at five o’clock 
when 
a 
summons was received from the 
canyon, finally reached the scene 
The ambulance, with two order­ 
lies aboard, returned to the hos­ 
pital at seven o’clock without the 
injured man, bearing 
the 
report 
that Yliex wouldn’t be permitted 
to be rempved unless a physician 
was along. His condition, his wife 
pointed out, was too serious. 
A return trip was made with Dr. 
Harry A. Zaiser, accompany ing the 
ambulance, which carried a force 
of four aides. 
The ambulance reached the camp 
for the second time at 8 :30 o’clock 
The injured man was given a hypo­ 
dermic, his leg splinted, in prep­ 
aration ,for the return trip over 
the rough canyon roads.

was 
10:30 
o’clock 
before 
Vliex was finally in a hospital cot. 
His condition was 
reported 
as 
very favorable today. 
Mr. and Mrs. J B. Nugent, Santa 
Ana, who were visiting the camp, 
assisting in caring for the injured 
man. 
Five attempts, It was reported, 
were made to obtain outside medi­ 
cal 
assistance, 
refusals 
being 
made in each instance.
